Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Weber queried how the claims were being interpreted with 
respect to "substantially completely diffractive" in claim 1. He argued that the prior art such as Lang and Cohen used 
the term "diffractive" to generally mean a hybrid refractive/diffractive lens not a completely diffractive lens. However, 
the Examiner noted that the claims do not require a completely diffractive lens for the supplemental lens and that Lang 
says that a diffractive lens can be used as an alternative to the refractive lens as explained in the Final Office action. 
Mr. Weber asked whether claimed that the supplemental lens was completely diffractive along with an explanation that 
Lang does not really mean fully diffractive would overcome the art rejections. The Examiner was not sure that a 
convincing argument with respect to Lang could be made since the plain language suggests a completely diffractive 
lens. Discussed the possibility of claiming a ratio of powers to avoid the prior art, but Mr. Weber did not think that there 
would be original support for this.Also discussed the claim 7 objection and the withdrawal of claims 43 and 44. The 
Examiner thought a simple explanation of claim 7 as referring to claim 3 would suffice. With regard to claims 43 and 
44, the Examiner still thought that there was a clear distinction between the inventions and would maintain the 
restriction requirment. This is due to the ^ct that claims 43 ane 44 require surgical steps of inserting the lenses into 
the eye in a certain manner based upon the patient's needs. The product claims, on the other hand, only require the 
combination of lenses and requires searches in different subclasses based upon structure alone. 
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
